The docs will be in Grayling 
in August to provide free health 
care for uninsured residents in 
the area. 

The AuSable Free Clinic 
plans to start providing care to - 
uninsured residents on 
Thursday, August 4 at the 
Grayling Professional Building 
located at 201 Meadows Drive. 

Local health care and Mercy 
Hospital officials have been 
working the last several months 
to establish the free clinic. 

A grant, which was awarded 
by Blue Cross Blue Shield of 
Michigan ‘and Blue Care 
Network on Wednesday, will 
help fund the clinic. The grant is 
one of 20 which were awarded 
to free clinics across the state 
totaling’ $677,160. 

“The grant program aims to 
help free clinics reach out to 
serve the uninsured where it 
benefits the most — qt the local 
level,” said Richard E, Whitmer, 
president and CEO for Blue 
Cross Blue Shield of Michigan 
and Blue Care Network 

There are an estimated 8,000 
to 9,000 people in Mercy 
Hospital’s service area that are 
are uninsured.

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Challengers 
win school 
board seats

An incumbent Crawford 
AuSable School District Board 
member was ousted from his 
seat last week by two chal- 
lengers as voters cast their bal- 
lots for the first time in May. 

Challengers James M. Hulbert 
received 386 votes, while 
Douglas Slater had 413 ballots 
cast in his favor to capture two 
four-year open seats on the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District Board, Incumbent Jim 
Tobin, who has served on the 
board for eight years, came in 
third with 323 votes. Karl 
Schreiner, the current school 
board president who has also 
been on the board cight years, 
opted not to run for re-election. 

School funding and increas- 
ing community involvement in 
the schools were two of the top 
issues raised in the race for the 
two board seats. 

This was the first time voters 
cast ballots for school board 
members in May due to changes 
brought by the Michigan 
Consolidated Election Law. 

The election law was 
designed to save taxpayers 
money, increase voter participa- 
tion and create uniformity in 
election jurisdiction. 

Previous school elections 
were held in June and voters cast

Military museum seeks site in town

-A group of military vehicle 
enthusiasts are seeking to open a 
museum in the former Crawford 
County Library. 

The Michigan Museum of 
Military Transport Foundation, 
which was founded in 1995, 
recently approached the Grayling 
City Council with hopes of start- 
ing its museum in the former 
library. 

City officials have been con- 
sidering options for the former 
library for the past several 
months. One option being stud- 
ied is forming a business incuba- 


tor - a place where entrepreneurs 
can start up a business operation 
-tin the former library. * 

Brian Morrision, a Boyne City 
resident and president of the 
board trustees for the foundation, 
belives that that prospect is ideal 
for the miliary museum since the 
library is located next to the 
American Legion, The founda- 
tion includes between 100 to 150 
members. 

Several members are involved 
with the Great Lakes Military 
Vehicles Preservation 
Association and the worldwide 
Military Vehicles Preservation 
Association, which has 10,000 


members, 

Morrison said that the organi- 
zation has always eyed Graying 
as a site for the museum due to 
its ties to Camp Grayling and the 
community's central location in 
the state. 

“We expect more people to 
jump on the bandwagon and will 
be involved with the museum 
once what we see what we are 
doing and are starting to grow,”

Like most grandparents, I will be 
delighted if our nine grandchildren 
choose to attend college, One this spring 
was graduated from college, and two 


more are now enrolled. The other six so . 


far have indicated they intend to go to 
college, too, and hopefully they will.

Follow the money 


“Follow the money.” That 
advice to investigative reporters 
led to the unraveling of the 
Watergate scandal. Thirty years 
later, with former dictators, 
international drug traffickers, 
terrorists and others trying to 
misuse our banking system, fol- 
lowing the money is still good 
advice. 

That’s exactly what the 
Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations has been doing for 
the last six years. As the ranking 
Democrat on the subcommittee, 
I've directed my staff to delve 
into the vulnerabilities of the 
financial services industry and 
find out how dirty money comes 
into the United States and where 
it goes. 

Money laundering occurs 
when criminals disguise pro- 
ceeds from illegal activities as 
legitimate funds. Current esti- 
mates are that $500 billion to $1 
trillion in illegal funds are laun- 
dered through banks worldwide 
each year, with about half going 


through U.S. financial institu- 


tions. 

In 1999, our first money 
money laundering investigation 
looked at private banking 
accounts opened for clients with 
$1 million or more to deposit. 
The investigation detailed four 
case histories of foreign officials 
or their relatives moving hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
suspect funds through private 
banking accounts, with few or no 
questions asked. 

The second phase of the

money laundering investigation, 
in 2001, explored correspondent 
banking, when one bank pro- 
vides accounts and banking ser- 
vices to another bank. We pre- 
sented 10 case histories of high- 
risk foreign banks, such as shell 
banks and offshore banks, using 
U.S. bank accounts to transfer 
funds' associated’ with drug traf- 
ficking, financial fraud and other 
crimes. We found additional 
money laundering vulnerabilities 
in the securities industry. 

In 2004, we probed the failure 
ofa U.S. bank to stop suspicious 
transactions involving accounts 
opened by top foreign officials 
and their families. In July, the 
Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations held a hearing and 


released a report exposing the — 


dubious operations of Riggs 
Bank in Washington, D.C. 

This investigation showed that 
Riggs Bank had allowed 
Augusto Pinochet, former 
President of Chile, and Teodoro 
Obiang, President of Equatorial 
Guinea, to engage in numerous 
suspicious transactions involv- 
ing millions of dollars tainted by 
possible money laundering, for- 
elgn corruption or other miscon- 
duct. 

We found that Riggs Bank 
also ignored repeated directives 
by federal. bank regulators to 
improve its anti-money launder- 
ing program, and that regulators 
failed to enforce the law. 

Augusto Pinochet took power 
in Chile in a 1973 military coup, 
served as president until 1990, as 


of the 


commander-in-chief 
Chilean army until 1998, and 


then as a senator. He has been 
accused of involvement in 
human rights abuses, torture, 
death squads, arms sales and 
corruption, 

After the July hearing, we 
obtained new information show- 


ing that the web of Pinochet 


accounts in the U.S. was far 
more extensive, went on far 
longer - 25 years - and involved 
more banks than had been previ- 
ously disclosed. In March, we 
issued a new report detailing that 
extensive network, involving at 
least 125 bank and securities 
accounts at Riggs, Citigroup and 
other financial institutions oper- 
ating in the United States. 

Some banks actively helped 
him hide his funds. Others failed 
to comply with regulations 
requiring banks to know their 
customers. Through lax supervi- 
sion or worse, too many banks 
allowed this notorious public fig- 
ure to build a secret web of U.S. 
accounts using offshore corpora- 


tions, deceptive account names, 


and third party conduits to hide 
his role in moving millions of 
dollars across international lines. 

After federal bank regulators 
raised concerns about the 
Pinochet funds at Riggs Bank, 
the bank closed the accounts and 
sent the funds to a bank in New 
York without notifying that bank 
that the funds were suspect. At 
the same time, federal regulators 
failed to follow the money after 
it left Riggs. The recipient bank

said it never would have accept- 


‘ed the Pinochet funds if warned 


by Riggs or regulators. 

The report recommends four 
ways to more effectively follow 
the money and stop suspect 
funds from infiltrating the U.S. 
financial system. First, financial 


institutions that close an account 
due to money ‘fauindering con.” 


cerns should issue a warning 
before transferring suspect funds 
to another institution. 

Second, federal regulators 
should ensure that such a warn- 
ing is issued and should locate 
and dismantle any network of 
related U.S. accounts. Third, 
federal regulators should clarify 
existing law to make clear that a 
bank may, without risking a law- 
suit, respond to another bank’s 
request for information and dis- 
close any accounts that would 
help expose or prevent money 
laundering or terrorist activities. 

Finally, the United States 
should work with the European 
Union to enable financial institu- 
tions with U.S. and E.U. affili- 
ates to exchange information 
about clients and accounts across 
international lines to guard 
against money laundering and 
terrorist financing. 

Our anti-money laundering 
laws provide federal regulators 
and law enforcement with the 
tools they need to follow the 
money. Vigorous enforcement of 
those laws is crucial to protect- 
ing our country from those who 
would use our financial system 
against us.

Directors discuss threat of invasive species 


Appearing. before a joint meet- 
ing of the House and Senate 
Natural Resources committees, 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Director Steven E, 
Chester and Office of the Great 
Lakes Director - Ken 
DeBeaussaert outlined the threat 
that aquatic nuisance species 
pose to the Great Lakes, and 
measures that must be taken to 
stop their continued introduction 
into our waters. 

Director Chester used the 
opportunity to announce that 
there are ballast water treatment 
methods available which could 
be usedxby ocean-going vessels 
to prevefft introductions of aquat- 
ic invasive species into the Great 
Lakes. Public Act 114 of 2001 
requireq: the DEQ to make a 
determination on whether there is 
ballast pater treatment that could

be used by ocean-going ships 
that would adequately address 
the safety of the vessel, crew and 
passengers, and would be effec- 
tive in the prevention of introduc- 
ing new aquatic nuisance species 
into the Great Lakes. 

“The technology exists, and it 
is time that the ships using our 
Great Lakes take on the responsi- 
bility for protecting these natural 
treasures,” said Director Chester, 
“Ballast water is an all too com- 
mon carrier for invasive species 
that can devastate the Great 
Lakes, and we must take action 
now to address it.” 

As part of his determination, 
Director Chester set January 1, 
2007, as the date by which ballast 
water treatment could be used by 
all ocean-going vessels operating 
on the Great Lakes.

They have been making and 
distributing Comfort Pitlows 
through = Munson — Medical 
Center’s Navigator Program, an 
innovative outreach program 
designed to guide. and support 
women who have been diagnosed 
with breast cancer. The diagno- 
sis of breast cancer is not neces- 
sarily a death sentence. It does, 


however, mean treatment — usu- 
ally lumpectomy or mastectomy, 
chemotherapy, radiation, or even 
reconstructive surgery.

Grayling falls to Boyne 
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Changes 
in sports 
seasons 
delayed © 
Mi Supreme Court 
sends gender 
equity suit back 


to Sixth Circuit 


The United States Supreme 
Court has sent the case involv- 
ing the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association (MHSAA) 
and gender equity with regard to 
sports seasons back to the U.S. 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
for further review, likely delay- 
ing a possible change in seasons 
for several sports in the 2005-06 
school year. 

“The previous judgment of 
the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals has been vacated by the 
Supreme Court, which has 
remanded the case to the Sixth 
Circuit for further proceedings, 
Therefore, it is believed that the 
stay issued by the Sixth Circuit 
on May 9, 2002 continues to be 
in effect, and there will be no 
change of MHSAA tournaments 
for the 2005-06 school year,” the 
MHSAA recently stated on its 
website. 

“Thousands of student-ath- 
Ietes, parents, coaches, adminis- 
trators, officials, board of educa- 
tion members, sports media, and 
fans of high school sports are 
breathing a sigh of relief that 
they will have another day in 
court,” MHSAA_ Executive 
Director John E. “Jack” Roberts 
said. 

The MHSAA provides guide- 
lines for play-off tournaments in 
a variety of high school sports 
and is funded primarily through 
ticket sales for district, regional, 
and final tournaments. 

About seven years ago, a law- 
suit, was brought against the 
MHSAA claiming its tourna-— 
ment schedule — which has girls 
basketball playing in the fall and 
girls volleyball in the winter —
